[Term  Sheet  Endorsement  -  Forest  City  Development  -  Development  of  Pier  70  Waterfront 
Site  -  Fiscal  Feasibility] 

Resolution  finding  the  proposed  development  of  the  Pier  70  Waterfront  Site,  an 
approximately  28-acre  site  located  in  the  southeast  corner  of  Pier  70,  fiscally  feasible 
under  Administrative  Code,  Chapter  29,  and  endorsing  the  Term  Sheet  between  Forest 
City  Development  California,  Inc.,  a  California  corporation  and  the  Port  Commission. 

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Port  Commission  (the  "Port"  or  "Port  Commission")  has 
jurisdiction  over  Pier  70,  a  69-acre  historic  shipyard  property  situated  along  San  Francisco's 
Central  Waterfront,  just  south  of  Mission  Bay,  generally  bounded  by  Mariposa  Street  to  the 
north,  Illinois  Street  to  the  west,  22nd  Street  to  the  south,  and  San  Francisco  Bay  to  the  east; 
and 

WHEREAS,  From  2007  to  2010,  the  Port  conducted  a  community  process  that 
evaluated  the  unique  site  conditions  and  opportunities  at  Pier  70  and  built  a  public  consensus 
for  Pier  70's  future  that  nested  within  the  policies  established  for  the  Eastern  Neighborhoods- 
Central  Waterfront  and  resulted  in  a  strong  policy  framework  that  also  set  forth  strategies  for 
Port  development  offerings  and  implementation  initiatives;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  May  11,  2010,  by  Resolution  10-27,  the  Port  Commission  endorsed 
the  Pier  70  Master  Plan  which  contains  goals  that  complement  and  expand  on  policies 
contained  in  the  San  Francisco  Planning  Department's  Central  Waterfront  Area  Plan,  part  of 
the  City's  Eastern  Neighborhoods  Plan;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Port  offered  an  approximately  28-acre  site  located  in  the  southeastern 
corner  of  Pier  70,  known  as  the  "Waterfront  Site"  (a  map  of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  130495)  for  development  through  a  public  solicitation 
process  in  August  2010;  and  GOVERNMENT 
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WHEREAS,  The  Port  Commission  in  April  2011  awarded  the  development  opportunity 
to  Forest  City  Development  California,  Inc.,  a  California  corporation  ("Developer"  and  "Forest 
City'^and  authorized  exclusive  negotiations  for  a  proposed  mixed-use  development  project  at 
the  Site  (the  "Project");  and 

WHEREAS,  On  July  12,  2011,  by  Resolution  No.  11-49,  the  Port  Commission 
authorized  the  Port's  Executive  Director  or  her  designee  to  execute  an  Exclusive  Negotiating 
Agreement  (the  "ENA")  between  the  Port  and  Developer  for  the  Project;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  ENA  anticipated  a  first  phase  of  project  planning  that  would  culminate 
in  a  term  sheet  between  Forest  City  and  the  Port  that  outlined  the  proposed  development 
program,  land  use  plan  and  a  summary  of  general  terms  for  negotiating  the  final  Project 
approval  documents  (the  "Term  Sheet");  and 

WHEREAS,  Forest  City  has  engaged  in  an  extensive  community  outreach  process  that 
has  included  more  than  1,000  persons  and  organizations  in  community  workshops,  focus 
groups,  art  events,  formal  and  informal  presentations,  open  houses  and  site  tours  to  develop 
the  proposed  concept  plan  that  is  included  as  part  of  the  Term  Sheet;  and 

WHEREAS,  Forest  City  has  conducted  extensive  due  diligence  on  site  conditions, 
infrastructure  requirements,  real  estate  market  conditions  and  other  key  factors  that  have 
guided  the  development  of  the  proposed  concept  plan;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  proposed  Project  would  provide  significant  public  benefits  to  the  City 
and  Port  including  a  new  mixed-use  waterfront  district  on  the  Central  Waterfront,  rehabilitation 
of  Buildings  2,  12,  and  21  consistent  with  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior's  Standards  for  the 
Treatment  of  Historic  Properties,  new  infrastructure  that  will  remove  the  liability  of  aging  and 
unfunded  infrastructure  and  buildings  from  the  Port's  10  Year  Capital  Plan,  a  major  waterfront 
open  space  network,  thousands  of  construction  and  permanent  jobs,  including  a  robust 
commitment  to  a  local  hiring;  hundreds  of  affordable  housing  units  and  significant  long-term 
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revenue  streams  to  the  Port's  Harbor  Fund  consistent  with  the  purposes  of  AB  418  (Chapter 
477  of  the  statutes  of  201 1);  and 

WHEREAS,  On  May  28,  2013,  by  Resolution  No.  13-20,  the  Port  Commission 
endorsed  a  term  sheet  that  describes  the  fundamental  deal  terms  for  the  Project  (the  "Term 
Sheet")  and  directed  Port  staff  to  present  the  Term  Sheet  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  for 
endorsement  and  to  submit  a  request  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors  review  the  proposed 
Project  under  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  Chapter  29  and  determine  whether  the 
Project  is  fiscally  feasible  and  responsible;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Term  Sheet  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File 
No.  130495,  which  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  part  of  this  resolution  as  if  set  forth  fully  herein; 
and 

WHEREAS,  The  construction  cost  of  the  Project  will  exceed  $25  million  and  more  than 
$1  million  in  public  funds  will  be  used  for  construction  of  the  Project,  thus  triggering  review  by 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  determine  the  fiscal  feasibility  of  the  Project  under  Administrative 
Code  Section  29.1;  and 

WHEREAS,  Pursuant  to  Administrative  Code  Section  29.3,  Port  and  Developer  have 
submitted  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  a  general  description  of  the  Project,  the  general 
purpose  of  the  Project,  and  a  fiscal  plan,  copies  of  which  are  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  in  File  No.  130495;  and 

WHEREAS,  Pursuant  to  Administrative  Code  Section  29.2,  prior  to  submittal  to  the 
Planning  Department  of  an  environmental  evaluation  application  ("Environmental  Application") 
required  under  Administrative  Code  Chapter  31  and  the  California  Environmental  Quality  Act 
("CEQA")  related  to  the  Project,  it  is  necessary  for  the  Port  to  procure  from  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  a  determination  that  the  plan  to  undertake  and  implement  the  Project  is  fiscally 
feasible  and  responsible;  and 
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WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  has  reviewed  and  considered  the  general 
description  of  the  Project,  the  general  purpose  of  the  Project,  the  fiscal  plan  and  other 
information  submitted  to  it,  and  has  considered  the  direct  and  indirect  financial  benefits  of  the 
Project  to  the  City  of  San  Francisco,  the  cost  of  construction,  the  available  funding  for  the 
Project,  the  long-term  operating  and  maintenance  costs  of  the  Project,  and  the  public  debt  for 
the  Project;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  has  reviewed  and  considered  the  proposed 
terms  for  the  Project  as  set  forth  in  the  Term  Sheet;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Term  Sheet  is  not  itself  a  binding  agreement  that  commits  the  City, 
including  the  Port,  or  Developer  to  proceed  with  the  approval  or  implementation  of  the  Project; 
rather,  the  Project  will  first  satisfy  environmental  review  requirements  under  CEQA  and  will  be 
subject  to  public  review  in  accordance  with  the  processes  of  the  City  and  other  government 
agencies  with  approval  rights  over  the  Project  before  any  binding  agreements,  entitlements  or 
other  regulatory  approvals  required  for  the  Project  will  be  considered;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  finds  that  the  plan  to  undertake  and 
implement  the  Project  is  fiscally  feasible  and  responsible  as  set  forth  in  San  Francisco 
Administrative  Code  Chapter  29  ("Fiscal  Feasibility  Finding");  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  pursuant  to  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code 
Chapter  29,  the  Environmental  Application  may  now  be  filed  with  the  Planning  Department 
and  the  Planning  Department  may  now  undertake  environmental  review  of  the  Project  as 
required  by  Administrative  Code  Chapter  31  and  CEQA;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  endorses  the  Term  Sheet  and 
urges  the  Port: 
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(1)  with  the  assistance  of  the  Office  of  Economic  and  Workforce  Development,  the  City 
Attorney's  Office,  and  other  City  officials  as  appropriate,  to  make  evaluation  and  further 
negotiation  of  the  proposed  Project  among  its  highest  priorities; 

(2)  to  include  in  the  Project  transaction  documents,  including  ground  leases,  the 
development  and  disposition  agreement  ("DDA"),  and  the  Pier  70  financing  plan,  if  submitted, 
the  following: 

(a)  the  only  third-party  parcels  eligible  for  inclusion  in  the  proposed  Project 
would  be  the  parcels  designated  in  the  Term  Sheet  as  the  20th/lllinois  Parcel  and  the  Hoe 
Down  Yard; 

(b)  when  transfer  fees  are  payable  to  the  Port  upon  the  transfer  of  condominium 
parcels,  the  fees  would  be  1 .5  percent  of  the  gross  sales  price,  net  of  costs  of  sale  only; 

(c)  Forest  City's  return  on  equity  would  be  calculated  only  on  outstanding 
developer  capital; 

(d)  project  generated  public  financing  proceeds  would  be  the  sole  source  of 
public  funds  that  the  Port  would  contribute  to  Forest  City'  costs  of  historic  rehabilitation  of 
Buildings  12  and  21  and  would  only  be  used  to  fill  the  feasibility  gap  necessary  for  Forest  City 
to  achieve  a  1 0  percent  profit; 

(e)  the  Port  would  reimburse  Forest  City  for  the  costs  to  construct  any  new 
buildings  at  Parcels  E-1 A  and  E-1 B  solely  from  project-generated  financing  proceeds  of  an 
infrastructure  financing  district  ("IFD")  or  community  facilities  district  ("CFD"),  contingent  on 
those  buildings  containing  placemaking  or  other  public  uses  that  are  eligible  for 
reimbursement  with  IFD  or  CFD  financing  proceeds;  and 

(f)  if  the  Port  submits  a  proposed  Pier  70  financing  plan  based  on  projected 
revenues  from  payroll  and  hotel  tax  increment  to  provide  financing  under  Charter 

section  B7.310,  the  Port  would  use  all  funds  allocated  under  any  approved  Pier  70  financing 
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plan  solely  for  improvements  to  Pier  70  areas  outside  of  the  Waterfront  Site  except  to  the 
extent  authorized  (if  at  all)  in  the  approved  Pier  70  financing  plan;  and 
(3)  to  report  back  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  on: 

(a)  proposed  financing  plans  for  the  parking  facilities,  the  placemaking  parcels, 
and  Buildings  12  and  21  as  soon  as  Forest  City  and  the  Port  have  agreed  on  the  financing 
approach;  and 

(b)  how  the  recommendations  in  this  resolution  have  been  included  in  the 
Project  transaction  documents  at  the  Board  of  Supervisors  hearing  on  approval  of  the  Project; 
and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  Board  of  Supervisors'  endorsement  of  the  Term  Sheet 
and  its  Fiscal  Feasibility  Finding  do  not  commit  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  the  Port  or  any  other 
public  agency  with  jurisdiction  over  any  part  of  the  Project  to  approve  the  terms  of  final  leases 
or  other  transactions  or  grant  any  entitlements  to  Developer,  nor  does  either  the  Term  Sheet 
endorsement  or  Fiscal  Feasibility  Finding  foreclose  the  possibility  of  considering  alternatives 
to  the  Project  or  mitigation  measures  to  reduce  or  avoid  significant  environmental  impacts  or 
preclude  the  City,  after  conducting  appropriate  environmental  review  under  CEQA,  from 
deciding  not  to  grant  entitlements  or  approve  or  implement  the  Project,  and  while  the  Term 
Sheet  identifies  certain  essential  terms  of  a  proposed  transaction  with  the  City  through  the 
Port  Commission,  it  does  not  set  forth  all  of  the  final,  material  terms  and  conditions  of  the 
transaction  documents  for  the  Project;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  will  not  take  any  discretionary 
actions  committing  the  City  to  implement  the  Project,  and  the  provisions  of  the  Term  Sheet 
are  not  intended  to  and  will  not  become  contractually  binding  on  the  City,  unless  and  until: 
(1)  the  Planning  Department  has  reviewed  and  considered  environmental  documentation 
prepared  in  compliance  with  Administrative  Code  Chapter  31  and  CEQA  for  the  Project  and 
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has  determined  that  the  environmental  documentation  complies  with  Administrative  Code 
Chapter  31  and  CEQA;  (2)  the  Port  Commission  has  adopted  appropriate  CEQA  findings  in 
compliance  with  CEQA  and  has  approved  the  terms  of  the  final  transaction  documents  for  the 
Project  consistent  with  the  Term  Sheet  provisions;  and  (3)  the  Board  of  Supervisors  has 
adopted  appropriate  CEQA  findings  in  compliance  with  CEQA  and  approved  a  development 
agreement  and  the  terms  of  the  final  leases  and  any  other  property  transfers  for  the  Project 
consistent  with  the  Term  Sheet.

Resolution  authorizing  the  Recreation  and  Park  Department  to  retroactively  accept  and 
expend  a  grant  of  $225,000  from  the  San  Francisco  Parks  Alliance  for  the  renovation  of 
the  playground  in  Carl  Larsen  Park,  for  the  period  of  June  1,  2013,  through  October  1, 
2013. 

WHEREAS,  Carl  Larsen  Park  is  a  two  city-block  parcel  located  between  19th  and  20th 
Avenues  and  between  Ulloa  and  Wawona  Streets;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Playground  is  located  on  the  south  end  of  the  block  between  19th  and 
20th  and  between  Ulloa  and  Vicente  Streets;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  1975  a  decommissioned  F8  fighter  jet  was  installed  as  a  creative  play 
structure  in  Larsen  Park.  It  was  actually  the  third  decommissioned  plane  to  be  sited  in  the 
Park;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  1993  the  plane  was  removed  due  to  concerns  about  lead  paint  and  high 
abatement  costs.  Therefore,  referencing  the  history  of  planes  on  site  at  Larsen  Park  through 
a  new  artistic  installation  is  a  high  priority  for  Supervisor  Katy  Tang,  Assessor-Recorder 
Carmen  Chu,  District  4  community  members,  and  the  Recreation  and  Park  Department;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  signature  piece  of  the  playground  renovation  will  be  a  custom  plane 
play  structure.  The  play  structure  will  reference  planes  that  were  at  Larsen  Park  over  the  last 
few  decades  that  were  a  source  of  joy  and  sense  of  place  for  many  local  residents;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Friends  of  Larsen  Playground  (FOLP)  is  a  group  of  community 
members  dedicated  to  the  improvement,  enjoyment,  and  safety  of  Larsen  Playground  and 
especially  committed  to  having  a  jet-inspired  play  structure  for  future  generations.  The 
Friends  of  Larsen  Playground  receives  fiscal  sponsorship  from  the  San  Francisco  Parks 

Alliance  (SFPA)  so  that  it  can  raise  funds  for  improvements  at  the  Playground;  and 
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WHEREAS,  On  August  22,  2012,  the  Recreation  and  Park  Department,  with  support 
from  FOLP,  presented  a  conceptual  site  plan  for  the  design  of  a  renovated  playground  in 
Larsen  Park  at  a  community  meeting;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  September  20,  2012,  the  Recreation  and  Park  Commission  approved 
the  conceptual  plan  for  the  playground  renovation,  Resolution  No.  1209-003;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  April  18,  2013,  the  Recreation  and  Park  Commission  (1)  approved  a 
Grant  Acceptance  Agreement  between  SFPA,  on  behalf  of  FOLP,  and  the  Recreation  and 
Park  Department  for  the  Larsen  Playground  project  and  (2)  approved  a  donor  recognition  plan 
for  the  Playground  and  (3)  recommended  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors  accept  and  expend  a 
grant  valued  at  $225,000  from  the  SFPA,  on  behalf  of  the  FOLP,  consisting  of  a  cash  grant  of 
$1 50,000  for  the  renovation  of  the  Playground  and  a  grant-in-kind  valued  at  $75,000  for 
enhancements  of  the  gateway  feature  and  installation  of  donor  recognition  tiles;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Department  proposes  to  maximize  use  of  available  grant  funds  on 
program  expenditures  by  not  including  indirect  costs  in  the  grant  budget;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  approves  the  Grant  and  authorizes  the 
Recreation  and  Park  Department  General  Manager  to  accept  and  expend  the  Grant,  and  to 
perform  all  acts  required  of  the  City  there  under;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  waives  inclusion  of 
indirect  costs  in  the  grant  budget;  and  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  all  actions  heretofore  taken  by  the  officers  of  the  City 
with  respect  to  the  Grant  are  hereby  approved,  confirmed  and  ratified;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  authorizes  the  Recreation  and 
Park  General  Manager  to  enter  into  any  modifications  to  the  Grant  that  the  Recreation  and 
Park  General  Manager  determines,  in  consultation  with  the  City  Attorney,  are  in  the  best 
interests  of  the  City  and  do  not  materially  increase  the  obligations  or  liabilities  of  the  City,  are 
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necessary  or  advisable  to  effectuate  the  purposes  of  the  Grant  or  this  Resolution,  and  are  in 
compliance  with  all  applicable  laws,  including  the  City's  Charter.

[Supporting  Military  Justice  Improvement  Act  of  2013] 

Resolution  supporting  Senator  Kirsten  Gillbrand's  Military  Justice  Improvement  Act  of 
2013. 

WHEREAS,  In  2013,  the  Pentagon  released  the  results  of  a  study  that  surveyed  more 
than  one  hundred  thousand  active  military  service  members  showing  an  increase  in  both 
sexual  assaults  and  unwanted  sexual  contact  in  the  military  from  19,000  incidents  in  201 1  to 
26,000  incidents  in  2012;  and 

WHEREAS,  According  to  the  same  Pentagon  study,  only  3,374  of  the  incidents  were 
ever  reported  to  military  authorities  and  less  than  ten  percent  of  those  reported  incidents  were 
ever  brought  to  trial;  and 

WHEREAS,  These  numbers  indicate  that  both  men  and  women  who  are  victims  of 
sexual  assaults  and  unwanted  sexual  contact  in  the  military  do  not  report  those  incidents  for 
fear  of  retaliation;  and 

WHEREAS,  Earlier  this  year  in  response  to  this  report  and  the  rise  in  sexual  assaults  in 
the  military  Senator  Gillibrand  with  the  support  of  Senators  Boxer,  Collins  and  several  other 
Senators  introduced  S.  967  the  Military  Justice  Improvement  Act  of  2013;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Military  Justice  Improvement  Act  of  2013  proposes  to  place  the  duty 
of  investigating  and  prosecuting  reported  cases  of  sexual  assault  and  unwanted  sexual 
contact  in  the  military  with  a  special  military  prosecutor;  and 

WHEREAS,  Placing  the  duty  to  investigate  these  cases  outside  of  the  victim's  chain  of 
command  will  increase  accountability  in  the  military  and  the  chances  that  victims  will  report 
incidents  of  sexual  assault;  and 
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WHEREAS,  The  numbers  of  alleged  incidents  of  sexual  assault  and  unwanted  sexual 
contact  is  unconscionable;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  commends  Senator  Kirsten 
Gillbrand  for  her  leadership  on  this  issue;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  calls  on 
Congressional  leaders  to  support  the  Military  Justice  Improvement  Act  of  2013. 


Supervisors  Cohen,  Avalos,  Campos,  Chiu,  Farrell,  Yee  and  Kim

Resolution  condemning  recent  statements  by  Osaka  Mayor  Toru  Hashimoto  claiming 
that  the  system  of  sex  slavery  utilized  by  Japan  in  occupied  Asian  countries  from  the 
1930s  through  World  War  II  was  a  military  necessity  and  that  there  is  no  proof  that  the 
sexual  servitude  was  involuntary  and  coerced  by  Japanese  authorities. 

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco  and  Osaka,  Japan  have  enjoyed  a  continuous  sister-city 
relationship  since  1957  and  the  people  of  both  cities  have  been  cultivating  friendship  and 
promoting  mutual  benefits  through  regular  commercial,  cultural,  and  educational  exchanges 
and  cooperation;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  cultivation  and  maintenance  of  such  friendship  and  benefits  depend 
on  mutual  understanding,  trust,  and  respect,  including  but  not  limited  to  a  shared 
understanding  of  the  history  between  the  two  countries  and  of  the  world  and  a  commitment  to 
respect  human  dignity  and  rights  and  truth  in  history;  and 

WHEREAS,  According  to  most  international  historians,  as  many  as  200,000  women 
and  girls  in  the  Indo-Pacific  region,  including  Korean,  Japanese,  Chinese,  Taiwanese, 
Indonesian,  Dutch,  Chamorro,  Australian,  Vietnamese,  American,  and  Burmese,  were  forced 
to  serve  as  "comfort  women,"  a  euphemism  for  sex  slaves  widely  deployed  by  the  Japanese 
government;  and 

WHEREAS,  Toru  Hashimoto,  the  current  mayor  of  Osaka,  in  contradiction  to  well- 
established  history  and  shared  values  and  standards  of  human  decency  and  respect,  shocked 
the  world  on  May  13,  2013,  by  claiming  that  the  system  of  using  women  of  Asian  territories 
occupied  by  Japan  as  sex  slaves  for  Japanese  troops  during  the  Pacific  War,  1937-1945,  was 
a  wartime  "necessity"  in  order  to  give  members  of  Japan's  military  a  chance  "to  rest,"  and 


Supervisors  Kim,  Cohen,  Chiu,  Mar,  Yee,  Avalos,  Campos 
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despite  strong  criticisms  at  home  and  abroad,  he  again  denied  on  May  19th  that  the  "comfort 
women"  were  "sex  slaves  who  were  forced  into  service  through  violence,  threat,  and 
abduction;"  and 

WHEREAS,  The  remarks  of  Mayor  Hashimoto  were  soundly  denounced  by  the 
governments  of  Japan's  Asian  neighbors,  most  notably  China  and  South  Korea,  by  a 
multipartisan  group  often  Japanese  female  lawmakers  who  called  him  "the  shame  of  Osaka" 
and  characterized  his  statements  as  "ignorant  of,"  and  "trampling  on  human  rights,"  likewise 
decried  by  the  U.S.  State  Department  as  "outrageous  and  offensive,"  censured  by  U.S. 
Congressmen  Mike  Honda  and  Steve  Israel  as  "contemptible  and  repulsive"  remarks  that 
warranted  urging  the  Japanese  government  to  issue  a  "formal  acknowledgement,  apology, 
and  acceptance  of  historical  responsibility  in  a  clear  and  unequivocal  manner;"  and 
condemned  as  "deplorable  remarks"  for  which  he  should  "make  a  full  apology,"  by  five  female 
Nobel  Peace  Prize  laureates  from  the  U.S.,  Iran,  Liberia,  Ireland,  and  Guatemala,  as  recently 
as  May  30,  2013;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  response  to  comments  by  the  U.S.  State  Department  and  U.S. 
Congressmen,  Mayor  Hashimoto  refused  to  disavow  his  remarks  but  instead  stated  that  "It's 
not  only  Japan  but  also  many  other  countries  including  the  U.S.  that  have  abused  women's 
human  rights  in  the  course  of  battle;"  and 

WHEREAS,  Amnesty  International  issued  its  annual  report  on  the  state  of  human  rights 
around  the  world  on  May  23,  2013,  and  criticized  Japan  for  "continuing  to  reject  calls  for 
justice  of  the  survivors  of  Japan's  military  sexual  slavery  system"  and  attacked  Prime  Minister 
Shinzo  Abe,  who  became  Prime  Minister  on  December  26,  2012,  and  nine  future  members  of 
his  cabinet,  when  they  jointly  signed  an  advertisement  in  the  November  4,  2012  New  Jersey 
Star  Ledger  that  "denied  [that  the]  Japanese  Imperial  Army  forced  women  into  military  sexual 
slavery  during  World  War  II;"  and 
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WHEREAS,  In  response  to  widespread  criticism  of  his  remarks,  Mayor  Hashimoto 
appeared  before  some  300  foreign  journalists  in  Tokyo  on  May  27,  2013  and  defended  his 
earlier  remarks  by  stating  that  he  did  not  endorse  the  wartime  brothels  but  had  merely 
described  the  thinking  of  military  commanders  at  the  time,  that  Japan  had  been  unfairly 
singled  out  over  the  "comfort  women"  given  that  other  countries'  military  forces  were  also 
guilty  of  sexual  abuses,  and  that  U.S.  soldiers  on  Okinawa  should  use  the  island's  "adult 
entertainment  industry"  in  order  to  reduce  incidences  of  sexual  assault  on  local  women;  and 

WHEREAS,  Mayor  Hashimoto  also  explicitly  denied  on  May  27,  2013  that  Japan  had 
abducted  and  trafficked  women  and  girls  for  frontline  brothels  during  World  War  II  based  on 
"the  will  of  the  state  authority,"  a  conclusion  not  shared  by  most  international  historians  and 
legal  authorities;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
strongly  condemns  the  attitude  and  statements  of  Mayor  Toru  Hashimoto  of  Osaka  justifying

Resolution  declaring  the  intent  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  to  reimburse 
certain  expenditures  from  proceeds  of  future  bonded  indebtedness;  authorizing  the 
Director  of  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  to  submit  an  application  and  related 
documents  to  the  California  Debt  Limit  Allocation  Committee  (CDLAC)  to  permit  the 
issuance  of  qualified  mortgage  revenue  bonds  in  an  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to 
exceed  $30,000,000  for  1239  Turk  Street  (Rosa  Parks  II  Senior  Housing);  authorizing 
and  directing  the  Director  to  direct  the  Controller's  Office  to  hold  in  trust  an  amount  not 
to  exceed  $100,000  in  accordance  with  CDLAC  procedures;  authorizing  the  Director  to 
certify  to  CDLAC  that  the  City  has  on  deposit  the  required  amount;  authorizing  the 
Director  to  pay  an  amount  equal  to  such  deposit  to  the  State  of  California  if  the  City 
fails  to  issue  the  qualified  mortgage  revenue  bonds;  approving,  for  purposes  of  the 
Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1986,  as  amended,  the  issuance  and  sale  of  mortgage 
revenue  bonds  by  the  City  in  an  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to  exceed  $30,000,000; 
authorizing  and  directing  the  execution  of  any  documents  necessary  to  implement  this 
Resolution;  and  ratifying  and  approving  any  action  heretofore  taken  in  connection  with 
the  Project  (as  defined  herein)  and  the  Application  (as  defined  herein). 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (the 
"Board  of  Supervisors"),  after  careful  study  and  consideration,  has  determined  that  there  is  a 
shortage  of  safe  and  sanitary  housing  within  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (the  "City"), 
particularly  for  low  and  moderate  income  persons,  and  that  it  is  in  the  best  interest  of  the 
residents  of  the  City  and  in  furtherance  of  the  health,  safety,  and  welfare  of  the  public  for  the 
City  to  assist  in  the  financing  of  multi-family  rental  housing  units;  and 
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WHEREAS,  Acting  under  and  pursuant  to  the  powers  reserved  to  the  City  under 
Sections  3,  5,  and  7  of  Article  XI  of  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  California  and  Sections 
1.101  and  9.107  of  the  Charter,  the  City  has  enacted  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
Residential  Mortgage  Revenue  Bond  Law  (the  "City  Law"),  constituting  Article  I  of  Chapter  43 
of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code,  in  order  to  establish  a  procedure  for  the 
authorization,  issuance  and  sale  of  residential  mortgage  revenue  bonds  by  the  City  for  the 
purpose  of  providing  funds  to  encourage  the  availability  of  adequate  housing  and  home 
finance  for  persons  and  families  of  low  or  moderate  income,  and  to  develop  viable 
communities  by  providing  decent  housing,  enhanced  living  environments,  and  increased 
economic  opportunities  for  persons  and  families  of  low  or  moderate  income;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  addition,  pursuant  to  Division  31  of  the  Health  and  Safety  Code  of  the 
State  of  California,  and  particularly  Chapter  7  of  Part  5  thereof  (the  "State  Law"),  the  City  is 
empowered  to  issue  and  sell  bonds  for  the  purpose  of  making  mortgage  loans  or  otherwise 
providing  funds  to  finance  the  development  of  multi-family  rental  housing  including  units  for 
lower  income  households  and  very  low  income  households;  and 

WHEREAS,  Rosa  Parks  II,  L.P.,  a  California  limited  partnership  (the  "Developer"), 
desires  to  construct  a  98-unit  residential  rental  housing  development  for  seniors  at  1239  Turk 
Street  to  be  known  as  Rosa  Parks  II  Senior  Housing  (the  "Project");  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Developer  has  requested  that  the  City  assist  in  the  financing  of  the 
Project  through  the  issuance  of  one  or  more  series  of  tax-exempt  mortgage  revenue  bonds 
(the  "Bonds");  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City  expects  that  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  will  be  used  to  pay  certain 
costs  incurred  on  and  after  the  date  hereof  in  connection  with  the  Project;  and 
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WHEREAS,  The  City  intends  to  issue  the  Bonds  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed 
$30,000,000  to  finance  the  costs  of  the  Project  and  to  loan  the  proceeds  thereof  to  the 
Developer  (the  "Loan");  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  has  determined  that  the  moneys  advanced  and 
to  be  advanced  to  pay  certain  expenditures  of  the  Project  are  or  will  be  available  only  for  a 
temporary  period  and  it  is  necessary  to  reimburse  all  such  expenditures  made  on  and  after 
the  date  hereof  with  respect  to  the  Project  from  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds;  and 

WHEREAS,  Section  1.150-2  of  the  Treasury  Regulations  requires  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  to  declare  its  reasonable  official  intent  to  reimburse  prior  expenditures  for  the 
Project  with  proceeds  of  a  borrowing;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  interest  on  the  Bonds  may  qualify  for  tax  exemption  under  Section 
103  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1986,  as  amended  (the  "Code"),  only  if  the  Bonds  are 
approved  in  accordance  with  Section  147(f)  of  the  Code;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City  now  wishes  to  approve  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  in  order  to 
satisfy  the  public  approval  requirements  of  Section  147(f)  of  the  Code;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Project  is  located  wholly  within  the  City;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  May  18,  2013,  the  City  caused  a  notice  stating  that  a  public  hearing 
with  respect  to  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  would  be  held  by  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  on 
June  3,  2013,  to  appear  in  The  San  Francisco  Chronicle,  which  is  a  newspaper  of  general 
circulation  in  the  City;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  has  held  the  public  hearing  described 
above  on  June  3,  2013  and  an  opportunity  was  provided  for  persons  to  comment  on  the 
issuance  of  the  Bonds  and  the  Project;  and 
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WHEREAS,  This  Board  of  Supervisors  is  the  elected  legislative  body  of  the  City  and  is 
the  applicable  elected  representative  required  to  approve  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  within  the 
meaning  of  Section  147(f)  of  the  Code;  and 

WHEREAS,  Section  146  of  the  Code  limits  the  amount  of  qualified  mortgage  revenue 
bonds  that  may  be  issued  in  any  calendar  year  by  entities  within  a  state  and  authorizes  the 
legislature  of  such  state  to  provide  the  method  of  allocating  authority  to  issue  qualified 
mortgage  revenue  bonds  within  such  state;  and 

WHEREAS,  Chapter  1 1 .8  of  Division  1  of  Title  2  of  the  Government  Code  of  the  State 
of  California  governs  the  allocation  in  the  State  of  California  of  the  state  ceiling  established  by 
Section  146  of  the  Code  among  governmental  units  in  the  State  having  the  authority  to  issue 
qualified  mortgage  revenue  bonds;  and 

WHEREAS,  Section  8869.85  of  the  Government  Code  requires  a  local  agency  to  file 
an  application  for  a  portion  of  the  state  ceiling  with  or  upon  the  direction  of  the  California  Debt 
Allocation  Committee  ("CDLAC")  prior  to  the  issuance  of  qualified  mortgage  revenue  bonds; 
and 

WHEREAS,  CDLAC  procedures  require  an  applicant  for  a  portion  of  the  state  ceiling  to 
certify  to  CDLAC  that  applicant  has  on  deposit  an  amount  equal  to  one-half  of  one  percent 
(1/2%)  of  the  amount  of  allocation  requested;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  as 
follows: 

Section  1.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  finds  and  determines  that  the  foregoing  recitals 
are  true  and  correct. 

Section  2.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  adopts  this  Resolution  for  purposes  of 
establishing  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  Section  1.150-2  of  the  Treasury 
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Regulations.  This  Resolution  does  not  bind  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  approve  the  Loan  or 
to  make  any  expenditure,  incur  any  indebtedness  or  proceed  with  the  Project. 

Section  3.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  declares  its  official  intent  under  Treasury 
Regulations  Section  1.150-2  and  declares  its  intent  to  use  proceeds  of  indebtedness  to 
reimburse  all  future  expenditures  incurred  in  connection  with  the  Project.  The  Board  of 
Supervisors  hereby  further  declares  its  intent  to  use  such  proceeds  to  reimburse  the 
Developer  for  actual  expenditures  made  by  the  Developer  on  the  Project. 

Section  4.  On  the  date  of  the  expenditure  to  be  reimbursed,  all  reimbursable  costs  of 
the  Project  will  be  of  a  type  properly  chargeable  to  a  capital  account  under  general  federal 
income  tax  principles. 

Section  5.  The  maximum  principal  amount  of  debt  expected  to  be  issued  for  the 
Project  is  $30,000,000. 

Section  6.  This  Board  of  Supervisors,  as  the  applicable  elected  representative  of  the 
governmental  unit  having  jurisdiction  over  the  area  in  which  the  Project  is  located,  hereby 
approves  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  for  purposes  of  Section  147(f)  of  the  Code. 

Section  7.  This  approval  of  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  by  the  City  is  neither  an 
approval  of  the  underlying  credit  issues  of  the  proposed  Project  nor  an  approval  of  the 
financial  structure  of  the  Bonds. 

Section  8.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  authorizes  the  Director  of  the  Mayor's 
Office  of  Housing  (the  "Director"),  on  behalf  of  the  City,  to  submit  an  application  (the 
"Application"),  and  such  other  documents  as  may  be  required,  to  CDLAC  pursuant  to 
Government  Code  Section  8869.85  for  an  allocation  of  a  portion  of  the  state  ceiling  for  private 
activity  bonds  in  a  principal  amount  not  to  exceed  $30,000,000  for  qualified  mortgage  revenue 
bonds. 
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Section  9.  An  amount  equal  to  $1 00,000  ("Deposit")  is  hereby  authorized  to  be  held  on 
deposit  in  connection  with  the  Application  and  the  applicable  CDLAC  procedures,  and  the 
Director  is  authorized  to  certify  to  CDLAC  that  such  funds  are  available;  which  Deposit  shall 
consist  of  a  restriction  on  cash  in  the  Affordable  Housing  Fund  established  pursuant  to 
Sections  315  etseq.  of  the  San  Francisco  Planning  Code,  whereby  the  Citywide  Affordable 
Housing  Fund  receives  in-lieu  fees  paid  by  housing  developers  to  satisfy  requirements  of  the 
Inclusionary  Affordable  Housing  Program  (the  "Affordable  Housing  Fund"). 

Section  10.  If  the  City  receives  a  CDLAC  allocation  and  the  applicable  issuance 
requirements  are  not  met,  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  is  hereby  authorized  to  cause  an 
amount  equal  to  the  Deposit  to  be  paid  to  the  State  of  California  from  the  Affordable  Housing  I 
Fund,  if  required. 

Section  1 1 .  The  officers  and  employees  of  the  City  and  the  Director  are  hereby 
authorized  and  directed,  jointly  and  severally,  to  do  any  and  all  things  necessary  or  advisable 
to  consummate  the  receipt  of  an  allocation  from  CDLAC  and  otherwise  effectuate  the 
purposes  of  this  Resolution,  and  all  actions  previously  taken  by  such  officers  and  employees 
with  respect  to  the  Project,  including  but  not  limited  to  the  submission  of  the  application  to 
CDLAC,  are  hereby  ratified  and  approved. 

Section  12.  This  Resolution  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  adoption  by  the  Board 
and  approval  by  the  Mayor.

WHEREAS,  The  existing  digester  and  solids  handling  facilities  at  the  Southeast  Water 
Pollution  Control  Plant  (SEP)  represent  technology  developed  in  the  1940's  and  are  currently 
operating  well  beyond  their  useful  lives.  They  are  not  designed  to  withstand  the  maximum 
credible  design  earthquake.  The  Wastewater  Enterprise  recently  has  had  to  dedicate 
significant  resources  to  repairing  the  existing  digester  and  solids  handling  processes  to  keep 
them  in  operation  and  maintain  regulatory  compliance.  With  SEP  receiving  80%  of  the  City's 
wastewater/stormwater  flows,  the  failure  of  the  digestion  and/or  solids  handling  processes 
would  be  catastrophic.  The  City's  ability  to  treat  wastewater  would  be  compromised,  resulting 
in  severe  public  health,  safety,  regulatory,  and  environmental  impacts.  Thus,  the  SFPUC

WHEREAS,  It  is  necessary  to  procure  the  services  of  qualified  wastewater  engineering 
team  to  provide  specialized  wastewater  and  biosolids  treatment  planning  and  engineering 
services  to  supplement  SFPUC  staff,  the  SFPUC  advertised  a  Request  for  Proposals  (RFP) 
for  the  Wastewater  Enterprise,  Sewer  System  Improvement  Program-funded  Agreement  No.

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WHEREAS,  The  estimated  cost  of  services  is  not  to  exceed  $80,000,000  and  services 
are  anticipated  to  begin  in  August  2013  and  end  no  later  than  August  2023,  and  the  duration 
of  this  agreement  is  not  to  exceed  10  years;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Request  for  Proposals  was  advertised  on  April  1,  2013;  and 

WHEREAS,  SFPUC  received  a  sole  proposal  from  Brown  and  Caldwell  in  response  to

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Recreation  and  Park  Department  ("RPD")  operates  and 
maintains  real  property  owned  by  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  located  at  La  Salle 
and  Whitney  Young  (Assessor's  Block  No.  4713  Lot  No.  013)  in  San  Francisco  commonly 
known  as  Hilltop  Park  ('the  Property");  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Trust  for  Public  Land  ("TPL"),  through  its  Parks  for  People  initiative, 
seeks  to  build  great  parks  which  strengthen  communities  particularly  in  areas  which  are 
under-served  by  existing  parks  and  recreation  facilities;  and

financing  documents,  and  authorizing  other  related  actions. 

WHEREAS,  Pursuant  to  Section  9.113(e)  of  the  Charter  the  Board  of  Supervisors  is 
has  the  power  to  borrow  money  through  the  issuance  of  commercial  paper;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  March  17,  2009  the  Board  of  Supervisors  adopted  Resolution  85-09, 
and  on  April  6,  2010  the  Board  of  Supervisors  adopted  Resolution  135-06  (the  "Program 
Resolutions")  to  establish  a  general  fund  backed  commercial  paper  program  (the  "Program") 
with  an  authorization  of  not  to  exceed  $150,000,000  in  aggregate  principal  amount  of  tax- 
exempt  or  taxable  Commercial  Paper  Certificates,  a  portion  of  the  proceeds  of  which  will  be 
applied  toward  the  interim  financing  of  the  acquisition,  construction  and  rehabilitation  of  capital 
improvements  within  or  owned  by  the  City,  and  the  financing  of  vehicles  and  equipment 
(herein  the  "Capital  Projects");  and 

WHEREAS,  For  the  purposes  of  increasing  the  authorization  of  the  Program  to 
$250,000,000  from  $150,000,000,  the  City  has  determined  to  cause  to  be  executed  and 
delivered,  under  and  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  Trust  Agreement  and  the  Delivery  and 
Paying  Agent  Agreement  (as  such  terms  are  hereinafter  defined),  its  Tax-Exempt  Lease 
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Paying  Agent  Agreement  (as  such  terms  are  hereinafter  defined),  its  Tax-Exempt  Lease 
Revenue  Commercial  Paper  Certificates  of  Participation,  Series  3  and  Series  4,  and  its 
Taxable  Lease  Revenue  Commercial  Paper  Certificates  of  Participation,  Series  3-T  and  4-T 
(collectively,  the  "Commercial  Paper  Certificates")  in  the  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to 
exceed  $100,000,000,  which  will  be  sufficient,  among  other  things  (i)  to  pay  costs  of  the 
Capital  Projects;  (ii)  to  fund  capitalized  interest  with  respect  to  the  Commercial  Paper 
Certificates;  (iii)  to  fund  Capitalized  Fees  and  Expenses  (as  defined  in  the  Trust  Agreement); 
and  (iv)  to  pay  costs  incurred  in  connection  with  the  sale  and  delivery  of  the  Commercial 
Paper  Certificates;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City  has  also  determined  to  provide  authorization  to  the  Mayor  to 
utilize  the  Program  to  provide  emergency  funding  to  protect  the  lives,  property  or  welfare  of 
the  City  in  the  event  of  an  emergency  declared  under  Section  3.100  (14)  of  the  Charter;  and 

WHEREAS,  Pursuant  to  a  Site  Lease  (the  "Site  Lease"),  the  City,  as  lessor,  will  lease 
the  property  described  therein,  including  the  improvements  located  thereon  (collectively,  the 
"Property")  to  the  Trustee,  as  lessee,  and,  in  return  therefor,  U.S.  Bank  National  Association, 
as  trustee  (the  'Trustee")  will  apply,  or  caused  to  be  applied,  a  portion  of  the  proceeds  of  the 
Commercial  Paper  Certificates  to  the  acquisition,  construction  and  rehabilitation  of  the 
Capital  Projects;  and 

WHEREAS,  Pursuant  to  a  Sublease  (the  "Sublease"),  the  Trustee  will  lease-back  the 
Property  to  the  City,  and  the  City,  pursuant  to  the  Sublease,  will  pay  to  the  Trustee  base  rental 
lease  payments  (the  "Base  Rental  Payments")  for  the  use  and  occupancy  of  the  Property, 
which  Base  Rental  Payments  will  be  used  to  (i)  reimburse  the  Bank  (as  hereinafter  defined)  or 
other  credit  support  provider  for  payments  made  by  the  Bank  under  a  Credit  Facility  (as 
hereinafter  defined)  with  respect  to  the  Commercial  Paper  Certificates  or  (ii)  if  necessary, 
make  payments  on  the  Commercial  Paper  Certificates;  and 
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WHEREAS,  The  payment  of  principal  of  and  interest  on  the  Commercial  Paper 
Certificates  will  be  supported  by  an  irrevocable  direct  pay  letter  of  credit  (the  "Credit  Facility") 
issued  by  State  Street  Bank  and  Trust  Company  or  another  financial  institution  or  institutions 
selected  by  the  Controller  (the  "Bank")  pursuant  to  the  terms  of  a  letter  of  credit  and 
reimbursement  agreement  (the  "Reimbursement  Agreement")  between  the  City,  and  the 
Bank,  including  the  terms  of  a  Fee  Agreement  related  thereto;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Commercial  Paper  Certificates  will  be  placed  initially  by  one  or  more 
banks  (each,  a  "Dealer")  to  be  selected  pursuant  to  the  terms  of  a  request  for  qualifications 
issued  by  the  Director  of  Public  Finance;  and 

WHEREAS,  This  Board  has  duly  considered  such  transactions  and  wishes  at  this  time 
to  approve  said  transactions  in  the  public  interests  of  the  City;  now,  therefore,  be  it, 

RESOLVED,  By  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  as 
follows: 

Section  1 .  Delivery  of  Certificates;  Approval  of  Trust  Agreement:  Approval  of  Issuing 
and  Paving  Agent  Agreement.  The  Board  hereby  authorizes  an  increase  in  the  authorization 


of  the  Program  to  $250,000,000  in  aggregate  principal  amount  of  Commercial  Paper 
Certificates  to  be  outstanding  from  time  to  time,  and  the  execution  and  delivery  of  the 
Commercial  Paper  Certificates  from  time  to  time  in  an  aggregate  total  principal  amount  of  not 
to  exceed  $100,000,000  hereunder  for  the  purpose  of  providing  moneys  which  will  be 
sufficient,  among  other  things  (i)  to  pay  costs  of  the  Capital  Projects;  (ii)  to  provide  funding  for

and  delivery  of  the  Commercial  Paper  Certificates;  provided,  however,  that  the  interest  rate  on 
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any  Commercial  Paper  Certificate  shall  not  exceed  the  maximum  rate  permitted  by  law,  and 
the  Commercial  Paper  Certificates  shall  mature  not  later  than  270  days  from  the  date  of 
issuance  although  each  certificate  may  be  marketed  for  a  subsequent  period(s)  also  not  to 
exceed  270  days.  The  Commercial  Paper  Certificates  shall  be  executed  and  delivered 
pursuant  to  a  Trust  Agreement  (the  "Trust  Agreement")  between  the  City  and  the  Trustee,  and 
the  Delivery  and  Paying  Agent  Agreement  (the  "Delivery  and  Paying  Agent  Agreement") 
between  the  City  and  the  Trustee,  acting  as  delivery  and  paying  agent.  This  Board  hereby 
approves  the  Trust  Agreement  and  the  Delivery  and  Paying  Agent  Agreement  in  the  forms  on 
file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board,  together  with  such  additions  thereto  and  changes  therein  as 
the  Controller  (the  "Controller")  shall  deem  necessary,  desirable  or  appropriate  upon 
consultation  with  the  City  Attorney,  the  execution  of  which  by  the  City  shall  be  conclusive 
evidence  of  the  approval  of  any  such  additions  and  changes.  The  Controller  and  the  Director 
of  the  Office  of  Public  Finance  (each,  a  "Designated  Officer"),  each  acting  alone,  are  hereby 
authorized  to  execute  the  final  form  of  the  Trust  Agreement  and  the  final  form  of  the  Delivery 
and  Paying  Agent  Agreement  for  and  in  the  name  and  on  behalf  of  the  City.  This  Board 
hereby  authorizes  the  performance  by  the  City  of  its  obligations  under  the  Trust  Agreement 
and  the  Delivery  and  Paying  Agent  Agreement. 

Section  2.  Approval  of  Financing  Documents.  This  Board  hereby  approves  the  form  of 
the  Sublease  and  the  form  of  the  Site  Lease,  in  each  case  in  the  form  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of 
the  Board,  together  with  such  additions  thereto  and  changes  therein  as  the  Controller  shall 
deem  necessary,  desirable  or  appropriate  upon  consultation  with  the  City  Attorney,  the 
execution  of  which  by  the  City  shall  be  conclusive  evidence  of  the  approval  of  any  such 
additions  and  changes.  The  properties  that  may  be  leased  under  the  Sublease  and  the  Site 
Lease  include,  but  are  not  limited  to,  one  or  more  of  the  following  properties  of  the  City: 
Firehouse  9,  located  at  2245  Jerrold  Avenue  (Lots  4  &  6,  Block  5286A);  Firehouse  10,  located 
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at  655  Presidio  Avenue  (Lot  1 ,  Block  1032);  Central  Shops,  located  at  1758  Jerrold  Street  (Lot 
9,  Block  5262);  Health  Services  Administration  Building,  located  at  166-170  Otis  Street  (Lots  8 
&  81 ,  Block  351 3);  Alemany,  located  at  1 00  Alemany  Street  (Lot  3,  Block  5731 ,  Lots  2  &  3, 
Block  5734,  Lots  1  &  2,  Block  5733A).  The  Designated  Officers,  each  acting  alone,  are  hereby 
authorized  to  execute  the  final  form  of  the  Sublease  and  the  final  form  of  the  Site  Lease  for 
and  in  the  name  of  and  on  behalf  of  the  City.  This  Board  hereby  authorizes  the  performance 
by  the  City  of  its  obligations  under  the  Sublease  and  the  Site  Lease. 

Section  3.  Approval  of  Reimbursement  Agreement  and  Fee  Agreement.  This  Board 
hereby  approves  the  form  of  the  Reimbursement  Agreement  and  the  form  of  the  fee 
agreement  related  thereto  (the  Fee  Agreement),  in  the  forms  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the 
Board,  together  with  such  additions  thereto  and  changes  therein  as  the  Controller  shall  deem 
necessary,  desirable  or  appropriate  upon  consultation  with  the  City  Attorney,  the  execution  of 
which  by  the  City  shall  be  conclusive  evidence  of  the  approval  of  any  such  additions  and 
changes.  The  Designated  Officers,  each  acting  alone,  are  hereby  authorized  to  execute  the 
final  form  of  the  Reimbursement  Agreement  and  Fee  Agreement,  with  the  Bank,  for  and  in  the 
name  of  and  on  behalf  of  the  City.  This  Board  hereby  authorizes  the  performance  by  the  City 
of  its  obligations  under  the  Reimbursement  Agreement  and  the  Fee  Agreement. 
Notwithstanding  anything  herein  to  the  contrary,  the  term  of  the  Credit  Facility  shall  not  be  les 
than  one  year,  the  interest  on  any  unreimbursed  draws  on  the  Credit  Facility  shall  not  exceed 
12%,  and  the  fees  paid  for  any  Credit  Facility  shall  not  exceed  2.1%  per  year  of  the 
commitment  available  under  the  Credit  Facility  and  the  Reimbursement  Agreement. 

Section  4.  Dealer  Agreement.  This  Board  hereby  authorizes  and  directs  the 
Designated  Officers  to  negotiate  a  Dealer  Agreement  with  one  or  more  Dealers  on  such  terms 
on  such  terms  as  the  Controller  and  the  Director  of  the  Office  of  Public  Finance  shall  deem 
necessary,  advisable  or  appropriate  upon  consultation  with  the  City  Attorney. 
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Section  5.  Offering  Memorandum.  This  Board  hereby  approves  the  form  of  the 
Offering  Memorandum  to  be  used  with  respect  to  the  sale  from  time  to  time  of  the  Commercial 
Paper  Certificates,  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board,  together  with  such  additions  thereto  and 
changes  therein  as  the  Controller  shall  deem  necessary,  desirable  or  appropriate  upon 
consultation  with  the  City  Attorney,  the  execution  of  which  by  the  City  shall  be  conclusive 
evidence  of  the  approval  of  any  such  additions  and  changes  to  the  Offering  Memorandum. 

Section  6.  Extension  of  Credit  Facility.  The  Board  hereby  delegates  the  authority  to 
the  Designated  Officers,  each  acting  alone,  to  execute  and  deliver  one  or  more  extensions  to 
the  Credit  Facility  or  the  commitment  available  under  the  Credit  Facility  and  the 
Reimbursement  Agreement  for  any  duration  of  time  that  they  deem  necessary,  advisable  or 
prudent,  provided  that  no  such  extension  shall  (i)  increase  the  principal  amount  of  Commercial 
Paper  Certificates  authorized  hereunder,  or  (ii)  require  an  annual  fee  in  excess  of  2.1%  per 
year  of  the  commitment  available  under  the  Reimbursement  Agreement  without  the  approval 
of  this  Board.  In  connection  with  obtaining  such  extension,  the  Designated  Officers  shall  be 
authorized  to  execute  such  amendments  or  modifications  as  are  necessary  or  advisable  to 
obtain  such  extensions,  provided  that  such  amendments  or  modifications  reflect  customary 
provisions  in  letter  of  credit  and  reimbursement  agreements  being  executed  at  the  time  the 
extension  is  obtained. 

Section  7.  Source  of  Repayment.  Notwithstanding  anything  herein  to  the  contrary,  if 
the  ultimate  source  of  repayment  of  the  Commercial  Paper  Certificates  delivered  for  Capital 
Projects  are  bonds,  notes,  other  indebtedness  or  certificates  of  participations  (the 
"Indebtedness")  that  are  payable  from  or  secured  by  funds  or  monies  other  than  the  General 
Fund  of  the  City,  then  in  such  event,  prior  to  drawing  on  the  proceeds  of  Commercial  Paper 
Certificates  to  fund  such  Project,  all  approvals  required  for  the  issuance  of  said  Indebtedness 
shall  have  been  obtained,  including  any  prior  approval  by  this  Board  of  Supervisors.  This

The 
Regulatory  Agreement  and  Declaration  of  Restrictive  Covenants  (the  "Regulatory 
Agreement"),  between  the  City  and  the  Borrower,  in  the  form  presented  to  the  Board,  a  copy 
of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board,  is  hereby  approved.  The  Mayor,  the  Director  or 
any  Authorized  Representative  is  hereby  authorized  to  execute  the  Regulatory  Agreement, 
approved  as  to  form  by  the  City  Attorney,  in  substantially  said  form,  together  with  such 
additions  thereto  and  changes  therein  as  the  City  Attorney  and  Co-Bond  Counsel  may 
approve  or  recommend  in  accordance  with  Section  7  hereof. 

Section  5.  Loan  Agreement.  The  Loan  Agreement  (the  "Loan  Agreement")  by  and 
among  the  City,  the  Trustee  and  the  Borrower,  in  the  form  presented  to  the  Board,  a  copy  of 
which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board,  is  hereby  approved.  The  Mayor,  the  Director  or 
any  Authorized  Representative  is  hereby  authorized  to  execute  the  Loan  Agreement  in 
substantially  said  form,  together  with  such  additions  thereto  and  changes  therein  as  the  City 
Attorney  and  Co-Bond  Counsel  may  approve  or  recommend  in  accordance  with  Section  7 
hereof. 

Section  6.  Issuer  Fees.  The  City,  acting  through  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing,  shall 
charge  a  fee  for  the  administrative  costs  associated  with  issuing  the  Bonds  in  an  amount  not 
to  exceed  0.25%  of  the  aggregate  principal  amount  of  the  Bonds.

final  maturity  on  the  Bonds  later  than  July  1 ,  2018,  or  provide  for  the  Bonds  to  bear  interest  at 
a  rate  in  excess  of  twelve  percent  (12%)  per  annum.  The  approval  of  any  modification, 
addition  or  change  to  any  of  the  aforementioned  documents  shall  be  evidenced  conclusively 
by  the  execution  and  delivery  of  the  document  in  question. 

Section  8.  Ratification.  All  actions  heretofore  taken  by  the  officers  and  agents  of  the 
City  with  respect  to  the  sale  and  issuance  of  the  Bonds  are  hereby  approved,  confirmed  and 
ratified. 

Section  9.  General  Authority.  The  proper  officers  of  the  City  are  hereby  authorized 
and  directed,  for  and  in  the  name  and  on  behalf  of  the  City,  to  do  any  and  all  things  and  take 
any  and  all  actions  and  execute  and  deliver  any  and  all  certificates,  agreements  and  other 
documents,  including  but  not  limited  to  those  documents  described  in  the  Indenture,  the  Loan 
Agreement,  and  the  Regulatory  Agreement,  which  they,  or  any  of  them,  may  deem  necessary 
or  advisable  in  order  to  consummate  the  lawful  issuance  and  delivery  of  the  Bonds  and  to 
effectuate  the  purposes  thereof  and  of  the  documents  herein  approved  in  accordance  with  this 
Resolution.

WHEREAS,  Pursuant  to  Public  Works  Code  Section  786,  San  Francisco  State 
University  (SFSU),  requested  permission  to  occupy  a  portion  of  the  public  right-of-way  to 
construct  and  maintain  a  pedestrian  tunnel  below  Winston  Drive  to  provide  a  safe  and 
accessible  connection  from  the  main  campus  of  SFSU  to  the  site  of  a  new  Recreation 
Wellness  Center;  and

WHEREAS,  Urban  Agriculture  provides  multiple  benefits  to  San  Franciscans  including 
connecting  City  residents  to  the  broader  food  system,  providing  green  space  and  recreation, 
saving  public  agencies  money,  providing  ecological  benefits  and  green  infrastructure,  building 
community,  and  offering  food  access,  public  health,  and  economic  development  potential;  and 

WHEREAS,  At  least  seven  City  agencies  currently  provide  funding  for  urban  agriculture 
activities,  and  there  has  been  no  formal  coordination  among  all  of  these  agencies;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  intent  of  Ordinance  No.  162-12  is  to  help  bring  to  scale  urban 
agriculture  activities  across  the  City  by  recognizing  and  maintaining  the  leadership  of  each 
agency  in  supporting  the  many  established  and  new  urban  agriculture  initiatives,  while  at  the 
same  time  fostering  enhanced  inter-agency  collaboration  and  providing  more  centrally

eastward  on  the  north  side  of  the  street  up  to  the  west  side  of  Montgomery  Street  and  then 
from  the  southeastern  corner  of  the  intersection  of  Columbus  Avenue  and  Broadway  Street  on 
the  south  side  running  eastward  on  the  south  side  up  to  Montgomery  Street,  but  also  including 
the  property  at  the  southeastern  comer  of  the  intersection  of  Montgomery  Street  and 
Broadway  Street.

Section  5.  FINDING  OF  BENEFIT.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  finds  that  the 
property  within  the  District  will  be  benefited  by  the  improvements  and  activities  funded  by  the 
assessments  proposed  to  be  levied. 

Section  6.    SYSTEM  OF  ASSESSMENTS,  (a)  Annual  assessments  will  be  levied  to 
pay  for  the  activities  to  be  provided  within  the  District,  commencing  with  fiscal  year  2013- 
2014,  and  continuing  for  eight  (8)  years,  ending  with  fiscal  year  2020-2021.  For  purposes  of 
levying  and  collecting  assessments  within  the  District,  a  fiscal  year  shall  commence  on  each 
July  1st  and  end  on  the  following  June  30th.

District  Identity:  A  District  Identity  component  to  include,  without  limitation,  use  of  a 
public  relations  firm  to  promote  the  business  and  activities  in  the  District,  development  of  a 
website,  having  special  events  for  the  District,  preparation  of  signage,  historical  markers, 
banners  and  decorations,  and  other  programs  or  activities  to  be  determined  by  the  nonprofit 
owners'  association  that  will  administer  the  property-related  services,  activities,  and 
improvements  for  the  District. 

Sidewalk  Operations,  Beautification  and  Order:  A  Sidewalk  Operations, 
Beautification  and  Order  component  to  include,  without  limitation,  cleaning  sidewalks  and 
gutters,  graffiti  removal,  trimming  trees,  periodic  steam  cleaning,  and  cleaning  tree  wells. 

Administration,  Organization,  and  Corporate  Operations:  Administration; 
Organization,  and  Corporate  Operations  component  to  include,  without  limitation,  staffing  to 
oversee  and  support  the  property-related  services,  activities  and  improvements  for  the 
District,  acquiring  office-related  services  and  supplies,  such  as  accounting,  legal  services  and 
office  supplies,  acquiring  insurance  for  the  District,  managing  contractual  relations  with  the 
City  and  others,  financial  reporting,  and  advocacy  for  the  District. 

Section  8.    AUTHORITY  TO  CONTRACT.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  may  contract 
with  a  separate  private  entity  to  administer  the  improvements,  services  and  activities  set  forth 
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in  Section  7,  as  provided  in  California  Streets  and  Highways  Code  §36614.5  and  §36650. 
Any  such  entity  shall  hold  the  funds  it  receives  from  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
("City")  in  trust  for  the  improvements,  services  and  activities  set  forth  in  Section  7.  Any  such 
entity  that  holds  funds  in  trust  for  purposes  related  to  the  contract  shall  deliver,  at  no  expense 
to  the  City,  a  balance  sheet  and  the  related  statement  of  income  and  cash  flows  for  each 
fiscal  year,  all  in  reasonable  detail  acceptable  to  the  City,  reviewed  by  a  Certified  Public 
Accountant  (CPA);  this  review  shall  include  a  statement  of  negative  assurance  from  the  CPA. 
In  addition,  or  alternatively,  the  Controller  in  his  or  her  discretion  or  the  Office  of  Economic 
and  Workforce  Development  in  its  discretion  may  require  the  private  entity  to  deliver,  at  no 
expense  to  the  City,  an  annual  independent  audit  report  by  a  Certified  Public  Accountant  of  all 
such  funds.  The  CPA  review  and/or  audit  may  be  funded  from  assessment  proceeds  as  part 
of  the  general  administration  of  the  District.  At  all  times  the  Board  of  Supervisors  shall 
reserve  full  rights  of  accounting  of  these  funds.  The  Office  of  Economic  and  Workforce 
Development  shall  be  the  City  agency  responsible  for  coordination  between  the  City  and  the 
District. 

Section  9.  AMENDMENTS.  The  properties  in  the  District  established  by  this 
Resolution  shall  be  subject  to  any  amendments  to  the  Act  and  City  Business  and  Tax 
Regulation  Code  Article  6  and  Article  15. 

Section  10.  RECORDATION  OF  NOTICE  AND  DIAGRAM.  The  County  Clerk  is 
hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  record  a  notice  and  an  assessment  diagram  pursuant  to 
Section  36627  of  the  California  Streets  and  Highways  Code,  following  adoption  of  this 
Resolution. 

Section  11.  LEVY  OF  ASSESSMENT.  The  adoption  of  this  Resolution  and 
recordation  of  the  notice  and  assessment  diagram  pursuant  to  Section  36627  of  the  California 
Streets  and  Highways  Code  constitutes  the  levy  of  an  assessment  in  each  of  the  fiscal  years 
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referred  to  in  the  District  Management  Plan.  Each  year,  the  Assessor  shall  enter  on  the 
County  Assessment  Roll  opposite  each  lot  or  parcel  of  land  the  amount  of  the  assessment 
and  such  assessment  shall  be  collected  in  the  same  manner  as  the  County  property  taxes  are 
collected.

WHEREAS,  A  Proposed  Boundaries  Map  was  submitted  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  pursuant  to  California  Streets  and  Highways  Code  §3110,  on  June  20,  2013;  and 

WHEREAS,  A  public  hearing  concerning  the  proposed  formation  of  the  Central  Market 
CBD  and  the  proposed  levy  of  assessments  within  such  District  was  held  on  July  23,  2013  at 
3  p.m.,  in  the  Board's  Legislative  Chambers  located  on  the  Second  Floor  of  City  Hall,  1  Dr. 
Carlton  B.  Goodlett  Place,  San  Francisco,  California;  and 

WHEREAS,  At  the  public  hearing,  the  testimony  of  all  interested  persons  for  or  against 
the  proposed  renewal  and  expansion  of  the  District,  the  levy  of  assessments  on  property 
within  the  District,  the  extent  of  the  District,  and  the  furnishing  of  specified  types  of 
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improvements,  services  and  activities  within  the  District,  was  heard  and  considered,  and  a  full, 
fair  and  complete  meeting  and  hearing  was  held;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  heard  and  considered  all  objections  or  protests 
to  the  proposed  assessments  and  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Elections  tabulated  the 
assessment  ballots  submitted  and  not  withdrawn,  in  support  of  or  in  opposition  to  the 
proposed  assessments,  and  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  determined  that  a  majority  of  the  ballots 
cast  (weighted  according  to  the  proportional  financial  obligations  of  the  property)  by  the 
owners  of  record  of  the  property  located  within  the  proposed  District  did  not  oppose 
establishing  the  proposed  District;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  public  interest,  convenience  and  necessity  require  the  establishment 
of  the  proposed  Central  Market  Community  Benefit  District;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  the  opinion  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  the  property  within  the  District 
will  be  specially  benefited  by  the  improvements,  services  and  activities  funded  by  the 
assessments;  and  no  assessment  has  been  imposed  on  any  parcel  which  exceeds  the 
reasonable  cost  of  the  proportional  special  benefit  conferred  on  that  parcel;  now,  therefore,  be 
it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  declares  as  follows: 
Section  1 .    MANAGEMENT  DISTRICT  PLAN,  DISTRICT  ASSESSMENT 
ENGINEER'S  REPORT,  AND  BOUNDARIES  MAP.  The  Board  hereby  approves  the 
Management  District  Plan  and  District  Assessment  Engineer's  Report,  including  the  estimates 
of  the  costs  of  the  property-related  services,  activities  and  improvements  set  forth  in  the  plan, 
and  the  assessment  of  said  costs  on  the  properties  that  will  specially  benefit  from  such 
services,  activities  and  improvements.  The  Board  also  hereby  approves  the  Boundaries, 
showing  the  exterior  boundaries  of  the  District.  A  copy  of  the  Management  District  Plan,  the 
District  Assessment  Engineer's  Report,  and  the  Boundaries  Map  are  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of 
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the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  130470,which  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  part  of  this 
Resolution  as  if  set  forth  fully  herein. 

Section  2.    FINDING  OF  NO  MAJORITY  PROTEST.  The  Board  of  Supervisors 
hereby  finds  that  a  majority  protest  does  not  exist  as  defined  in  Section  4(e)  of  Article  XI I  ID  of 
the  California  Constitution  and  Section  53753  of  the  California  Government  Code  with  respect 
to  the  renewal  and  expansion  of  the  Central  Market  Community  Benefit  District.  All  objections 
or  protests  both  written  and  oral,  are  hereby  duly  overruled. 

Section  3.  ESTABLISHMENT  OF  DISTRICT.  Pursuant  to  the  1 994  Act  and  Article 
15,  the  renewed  and  expanded  property-based  business  improvement  district  designated  as 
the  "Central  Market  Community  Benefit  District"  is  hereby  established. 

Section  4.    DESCRIPTION  OF  DISTRICT.  The  Central  Market  Community  Benefit 
District  shall  include  all  parcels  of  real  property  within  the  district.  The  proposed  expanded 
District  contains  approximately  806  identified  parcels  located  on  approximately  42  whole  or 
partial  blocks.

Parcels  owned 
by  the  federal  government  are  also  excluded  from  the  District  (near  7th  St.  and  Mission  St., 
the  Federal  Building  and  United  States  Court  of  Appeals):  Parcels  No.  3702-015,  3702-016, 

3702-  029,  3702-031,  3702-032,  3702-033,  3702-034,  3702-035,  3702-036,  3702-055, 

3703-  040,  3703-041,  and  3703-084. 

Reference  should  be  made  to  the  detailed  maps  and  the  lists  of  parcels  identified  by 
Assessor  Parcel  Number  that  are  contained  in  the  Management  District  Plan,  in  order  to 
determine  which  specific  parcels  are  included  in  the  Central  Market  Community  Benefit 
District. 

Section  5.  FINDING  OF  BENEFIT.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  finds  that  the 
property  within  the  District  will  be  benefited  by  the  improvements  and  activities  funded  by  the 
assessments  proposed  to  be  levied. 

Section  6.    SYSTEM  OF  ASSESSMENTS,  (a)  Annual  assessments  will  be  levied  to 
pay  for  the  activities  to  be  provided  within  the  District,  commencing  with  fiscal  year  2013- 
2014,  and  continuing  for  fifteen  (15)  years,  ending  with  fiscal  year  2027-2028.  For  purposes 
of  levying  and  collecting  assessments  within  the  District,  a  fiscal  year  shall  commence  on 
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each  July  1st  and  end  on  the  following  June  30th. 

(b)  The  amount  of  the  proposed  assessments  to  be  levied  and  collected  for  fiscal 
year  2013-2014  shall  be  a  maximum  of  $1,180,338  (as  shown  in  the  Management  District 
Plan  dated  May  13,  2013  and  Engineer's  Report  dated  May  17,  2013).  The  amount  of 
assessments  to  be  levied  and  collected  in  fiscal  years  two  (2)  through  fifteen  (15)  may  be 
increased  annually  by  the  Central  Market  Community  Benefit  District  corporation  Board  of 
Directors  by  an  amount  not  to  exceed  the  change  in  the  Consumer  Price  Index  for  All  Urban 
Consumers  in  the  San  Francisco-Oakland-San  Jose  Consolidated  Metropolitan  Statistical 
Area,  or  three  percent  (3%),  whichever  is  less. 

(c)  The  method  and  basis  of  levying  and  collecting  the  assessment  shall  be  as  set 
forth  in  the  Management  District  Plan. 

(1)  The  levy  of  the  assessments  shall  commence  with  fiscal  year  2013-2014.  Each 
year  the  assessment  shall  be  due  and  payable  in  two  equal  installments.  The  first  installment 
shall  be  due  on  November  1  of  each  fiscal  year  during  the  life  of  the  District,  and  shall  become 
delinquent  on  December  10  of  that  fiscal  year.  The  second  installment  shall  be  due  on 
February  1  of  each  fiscal  year  during  the  life  of  the  District,  and  shall  become  delinquent  on 
April  10  of  that  fiscal  year. 

(2)  Nonpayment  of  the  assessment  shall  have  the  same  lien  priority  and  delinquent 
payment  penalties  and  be  subject  to  the  same  enforcement  procedures  and  remedies  as  the 
ad  valorem  property  tax.  All  delinquent  payment  of  assessments  shall  be  subject  to  interest 
and  penalties.  The  City  Treasurer  and  Tax  Collector  will  enforce  imposition  of  interest  and 
penalties  and  collection  of  delinquent  assessments  pursuant  to  the  Business  Assessment  Law 
and  City  Business  and  Tax  Regulations  Code  Article  6,  as  each  may  be  amended  from  time  to 
time. 

Section  7.    USE  OF  REVENUES.  The  proposed  property-related  services, 
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improvements  or  activities  for  the  District  include: 

Public  Safety/Community  Guides:  Community  Guides  functions  are  oriented 
towards  crime  prevention  and  providing  information,  and  include  but  are  not  limited  to 
monitoring  street  conditions,  social  service  outreach,  pedestrian  directions  and  information, 
and  merchant  outreach.  Other  resources  are  drawn  on  as  needed. 

Cleaning  and  Maintenance:  Cleaning  and  Maintenance  includes  but  is  not  limited  to 
garbage  and  graffiti  removal,  weeding,  sweeping,  and  quarterly  steam  cleaning  in  the  public 
right-of-way. 

Economic  Development:  Economic  Development  includes  but  is  not  limited  to  district 
marketing,  retail  attraction,  retention  and  expansion,  and  technical  support. 
Management:  Management  includes  but  is  not  limited  to  handling  of  day-to-day  operations, 
advocacy,  grant  writing,  financials,  and  all  administrative  tasks. 

Section  8.    AUTHORITY  TO  CONTRACT.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  may  contract 
with  a  separate  private  entity  to  administer  the  improvements,  services  and  activities  set  forth 
in  Section  7,  as  provided  in  California  Streets  and  Highways  Code  §36614.5  and  §36650. 
Any  such  entity  shall  hold  the  funds  it  receives  from  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
("City")  in  trust  for  the  improvements,  services  and  activities  set  forth  in  Section  7.  Any  such 
entity  that  holds  funds  in  trust  for  purposes  related  to  the  contract  shall  deliver,  at  no  expense 
to  the  City,  a  balance  sheet  and  the  related  statement  of  income  and  cash  flows  for  each 
fiscal  year,  all  in  reasonable  detail  acceptable  to  City,  reviewed  by  a  Certified  Public 
Accountant  (CPA);  this  review  shall  include  a  statement  of  negative  assurance  from  the  CPA. 
In  addition,  or  alternatively,  the  Controller  in  his  or  her  discretion  or  the  Office  of  Economic 
and  Workforce  Development  in  its  discretion,  may  require  the  private  entity  to  deliver,  at  no 
expense  to  the  City,  an  annual  independent  audit  report  by  a  Certified  Public  Accountant  of  all 
such  funds.  The  CPA  review  and/or  audit  may  be  funded  from  assessment  proceeds  as  part 
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of  the  general  administration  of  the  District.  At  all  times  the  Board  of  Supervisors  shall 
reserve  full  rights  of  accounting  of  these  funds.  The  Office  of  Economic  and  Workforce 
Development  shall  be  the  City  agency  responsible  for  coordination  between  the  City  and  the 
District. 

Section  9.    AMENDMENTS.  The  properties  in  the  District  established  by  this 
Resolution  shall  be  subject  to  any  amendments  to  the  1994  Act,  and  City  Business  and  Tax 
Regulations  Code  Article  6  and  Article  15. 

Section  10.  RECORDATION  OF  NOTICE  AND  DIAGRAM.  The  County  Clerk  is 
hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  record  a  notice  and  an  assessment  diagram  pursuant  to 
Section  36627  of  the  California  Streets  and  Highways  Code,  following  adoption  of  this 
Resolution. 

Section  11.  LEVY  OF  ASSESSMENT.  The  adoption  of  this  Resolution  and 
recordation  of  the  notice  and  assessment  diagram  pursuant  to  Section  36627  of  the  California 
Streets  and  Highways  Code  constitutes  the  levy  of  an  assessment  in  each  of  the  fiscal  years 
referred  to  in  the  District  Management  Plan.  Each  year,  the  Assessor  shall  enter  on  the 
County  Assessment  Roll  opposite  each  lot  or  parcel  of  land  the  amount  of  the  assessment 
and  such  assessment  shall  be  collected  in  the  same  manner  as  the  County  property  taxes  are 
collected. 

Section  12.  BASELINE  SERVICES.  To  ensure  that  assessment  revenues  from  the 
District  are  used  to  enhance  the  current  level  of  services  provided  by  the  City  within  the 
District,  the  establishment  of  the  District  will  not  affect  the  City's  policy  to  continue  to  provide 
the  same  level  of  service  to  the  areas  encompassed  by  the  District  as  it  provides  to  other 
similar  areas  of  the  City  for  the  duration  of  the  District,  provided,  however,  that  in  the  event  of 
a  significant  downturn  in  citywide  revenues,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  may  reduce  the  level  of 
municipal  services  citywide,  including  within  the  District. 
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Section  13.  ENVIRONMENTAL  FINDINGS.  The  Planning  Department  has 
determined  that  the  actions  contemplated  in  this  Resolution  are  in  compliance  with  the 
California  Environmental  Quality  Act  (California  Public  Resources  Code  sections  21000 
et  seq.).  Said  determination  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No. 
130638,  which  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  part  of  this  Resolution  as  if  set  forth  fully  herein.

Resolution  approving  two  emergency  public  work  contracts  of  the  San  Francisco 
Public  Utilities  Commission  (SFPUC)  under  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  Section 
6.60,  to  replace  the  unstable  roofs  on  six  digesters  and  two  biosolids  storage  cake  bins 
at  the  Southeast  Water  Pollution  Control  Plant  at  750  Phelps  Street  with  a  contract 
amount  not  to  exceed  $10,335,427. 

WHEREAS,  On  November  26,  2012  and  March  5,  2013,  the  SFPUC  Wastewater 
Enterprise  (WWE)  requested  two  separate  emergencies  be  declared  to  replace  the  unstable 
roofs  first  on  one  digester  and  subsequently  on  five  additional  digesters  and  two  biosolids 
storage  cake  bins  at  the  Southeast  Water  Pollution  Control  Plant  (SEP)  at  750  Phelps  Street 
San  Francisco,  CA  due  to  the  extremely  deteriorating  condition  of  the  existing  aged  biosoilds 
treatment  and  handling  facilities;  and 

WHEREAS,  If  the  unstable  roofs  on  the  six  digesters  and  two  biosolids  cake  bins  are 
not  replaced  and  expeditiously  returned  to  service,  the  result  may  lead  to  the  failure  of  key 
treatment  processes  of  which  the  SEP  handles  for  80%  of  the  City,  as  well  as  the  severe  risk 
to  permit  compliance,  health  and  safety  of  plant  personnel,  and  significant  impacts  to  the 
neighboring  residential  community,  which  would  endanger  the  public's  health  and  welfare;  and 
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WHEREAS,  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code,  Chapter  6,  Article  IV,  Section  6.60, 
authorizes  department  heads  responsible  for  public  work  to  award  an  emergency  contract, 
exempt  from  the  competitive  bidding  process,  in  the  event  of  an  actual  emergency  which  is 
to  include,  "...  The  breakdown  or  imminent  breakdown  of  any  plant,  equipment,  structure, 
street  or  public  work  necessitating  immediate  emergency  repair  or  reconditioning  to  safeguard 
the  lives  or  property  of  the  citizens,  or  the  property  of  the  City  and  County,  or  to  maintain  the 
public  health  and  welfare  and 

WHEREAS,  On  November  27,  2012  and  March  11,  2013,  the  SFPUC  General 
Manager  declared  two  separate  emergencies,  approved  by  the  President  of  the  San 
Francisco  Public  Utilities  Commission,  to  replace  the  unstable  roofs  on  first  one  digester  and 
subsequently  five  additional  digesters  and  two  biosolids  storage  cake  bins  at  the  SEP  and 
thereby  protect  public  health  and  safety;  and 

WHEREAS,  Administrative  Code  Section  6.60(D)  requires  that  the  General  Manager

Resolution  retroactively  approving  two  Memoranda  of  Agreements  between  the  City, 
acting  through  the  Treasure  Island  Development  Authority  and  the  San  Francisco 
County  Transportation  Authority:  1)  one  for  right  of  way  services  and  the  completion  of 
engineering  and  design  work,  and  authorizing  the  acceptance  and  subsequent  transfer 
of  real  estate  interests  for  the  Yerba  Buena  Island  Ramps  Project;  and  2)  to  complete 
the  construction  phases  of  the  Yerba  Buena  Island  Ramps  Project;  for  a  total  of 
81,700,000  for  the  period  of  July  1,  2013,  through  December  31,  2013;  and  making 
environmental  review  findings. 


WHEREAS,  Former  Naval  Station  Treasure  Island  is  a  military  base  located  on 
Treasure  Island  and  Yerba  Buena  Island  (together,  the  "Base"),  which  is  currently  owned  by 
the  United  States  of  America,  acting  by  and  through  the  Department  of  the  Navy;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Base  was  selected  for  closure  and  disposition  by  the  Base 
Realignment  and  Closure  Commission  in  1993,  acting  under  Public  Law  101-510,  and  its 
subsequent  amendments;  and 

WHEREAS,  Under  the  Treasure  Island  Conversion  Act  of  1997,  which  amended

The  Memorandum  of  Agreement  for  right  of  way  services 
acknowledges  the  $750,000  increase  needed  to  complete  the  preliminary  engineering  and 
design  work;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Final  Environmental  Impact  Report/Environmental  Impact  Statement 
for  the  Ramps  Project  ("EIR/EIS"),  with  Caltrans  as  the  National  Environmental  Policy  Act  lead 
agency  under  delegation  from  the  Federal  Highway  Administration  and  the  SFCTA  as  the 
California  Environmental  Quality  Act  lead  agency,  was  approved  in  December  2011.  The 
Ramps  Project  has  not  changed  since  the  approval  of  the  EIR/EIS,  and  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  has  reviewed  and  considered  the  EIR/EIS;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  finds  that  since  the  EIR/EIS  was  finalized,

Act;  and  authorizing  the  General  Manager  of  the  San  Francisco  Public  Utilities 
Commission  to  execute  documents,  make  certain  modifications,  and  take  certain 
actions  in  furtherance  of  this  Resolution  for  a  potential  increase  in  royalties  due  to 
increased  production. 

WHEREAS,  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (the  "City")  owns  watershed 
property  in  the  Sunol  Valley  in  unincorporated  Alameda  County  that  is  under  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  San  Francisco  Public  Utilities  Commission  ("SFPUC"),  portions  of  which  the  SFPUC 
leases  to  mining  companies  for  sand  and  gravel  quarrying  operations;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Sunol  Valley  watershed  lands  include  a  308.5  acre  parcel  (the  "Sunol 
Valley  Site")  that  has  been  mined  since  the  1960s.  Oliver  de  Silva,  Inc.  ("Tenant")  currently 
mines  the  Sunol  Valley  Site  pursuant  to  a  lease  dated  March  29,  2010  (the  "Lease") 
authorized  under  Surface  Mining  Permit  number  30  ("Surface  Mining  Permit  30")  which 
Alameda  County  issued  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  State  Surface  Mining  and 
Reclamation  Act  (Public  Resources  Code  section  2710  et  seq.)  and  the  Alameda  County 
Surface  Mining  Ordinance  (Alameda  County  General  Code  Chapter  6.80);  and 
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WHEREAS,  In  1992,  the  SFPUC  commenced  a  watershed  management  planning 
process  for  watershed  lands  under  its  jurisdiction  in  Alameda  County,  which  included  the 
development  of  a  Sunol  Valley  Resources  Management  Plan  and  the  SFPUC's  selection  of  a 
preferred  alternative  for  mining  operations  in  the  Sunol  Valley;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  September  26,  2000,  the  SFPUC,  after  certification  of  a  Final  Program 
Environmental  Impact  Report,  adopted  the  final  Alameda  Watershed  Management  Plan  (the

WHEREAS,  The  preferred  alternative  for  the  Sunol  Valley  Resources  Management 
Element  of  the  Watershed  Management  Plan  called  for  expanded  mining  at  the  Sunol  Valley 
Site  and  other  locations  in  Sunol  Valley  to  further  reclaiming  the  completed  quarry 
excavations  as  water  storage  assets  upon  completion  of  mining  and  reclamation  activities 
(Watershed  Management  Plan  Preferred  Mining  Alternative);  and 

WHEREAS,  On  June  9,  2009,  the  SFPUC,  by  its  Resolution  No.  09-0095,  approved 
the  Lease  with  Tenant  and  authorized  the  General  Manager  to  submit  the  Lease  to  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  for  approval  under  Charter  Section  9.1 18;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  approved  the  Lease  in  Resolution  No.  467-09

Resolution  approving  an  historical  property  contract  between  Jason  H.  Stein  and 
Howard  Stein,  the  owners  of  201  Buchanan  Street,  and  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco;  under  Administrative  Code,  Chapter  71,  and  authorizing  the  Planning 
Director  and  the  Assessor  to  execute  the  historical  property  contract. 

WHEREAS,  The  California  Mills  Act  (Government  Code  Section  50280  et  seq.) 
authorizes  local  governments  to  enter  into  a  contract  with  the  owners  of  a  qualified  historical 
property  who  agree  to  rehabilitate,  restore,  preserve,  and  maintain  the  property  in  return  for 
property  tax  reductions  under  the  California  Revenue  and  Taxation  Code;  and 

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco  contains  many  historic  buildings  that  add  to  its  character 
and  international  reputation  and  that  have  not  been  adequately  maintained,  may  be 
structurally  deficient,  or  may  need  rehabilitation,  and  the  costs  of  properly  rehabilitating, 
restoring,  and  preserving  these  historic  buildings  may  be  prohibitive  for  property  owners;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Chapter  71  of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  was  adopted  to 
implement  the  provisions  of  the  Mills  Act  and  to  preserve  these  historic  buildings;  and
